SOUTH PACIFIC HAPPENINGS, 



Qniet In 8amoa— Rebels in Possession 
of Arms— The *' Arawa " in 
a Gale. 



Belief For the Sufferers in Fiji-Dis- 
tressing: Tragedy in 
Melbourne. 

Mr. B. M. Haggard, British Land Com- 
missioner at Samoa, and chairman of tho 
Land Commission that was appointed under 
the Berlin Acb, which was ratified by the 
Samoaa Government at tho ond of 1890, ar- 
rived in Sydnoy by tho R. M. S. Arawa. 
Mr. Haggard, was very reticent 
on preoont political affairs in Sumou, 
but in reply to a question as to tho 
oxiating Btato of the group, re- 
marked that) mattoro were quiet, the 
presence of a man-of-war being no 
doubt, a great factor in maintaining peace. 
It could not be denied, though it was a fact 
groatly to bo regretted, that the islands 
wore at tho present time like " a house 
divided ogulnot itself." Young Tamaaeee 
was a man of great bravery and somo am- 
bition, and by nativo right was tho ruler of 
tho great provinco of Atua and also of 
another great province, Anna, deriving those 
right from his parents. Tho young man has 
ulso hid u large following in the big island 
of Sabaii. 

Scarcely hud Samoa got over tho shock 
caused by tho loss of Mrs. Ousack-Smith, 
the wifo of the British Consul, and tho sub- 
sequent awfully sudden death of Robert 
Louis StoveuBon, when tho whole of the 
rosidonta of Apia, both native and foreign, 
woro attackud by dooguo fover; nono es- 
caped, and the worry and auxioty caused by 
this had scarcely subsided when some natives 
from one of the rebol districts inadvertently 
blurted out tho faot of a number of rifles 
and ammunition having been imported and 
sold to tho rebel party. Ouo of tho local 
pipers, tho Herald, took tho matter up 
warmly, and goaded the authorities into 
taking strong action. 

Two members of tho well known firm of 
Fringe &. Spat/., of Sydney and Samoa, hav- 
ing been arrested and brought before the 
German consul, Frings couleaacd to having 
Imported in November last by the steaniBhip 
Upolu from Sydney, a quantity of arms and 
ammunition, 6oino of which had been dis- 
posed of to tho Atua rebels. Ho admitted 
having 800 Snider rifles and 150,000 cart- 
ridges atored in Sydney, to be sent to Samoa. 

When off the Samoan Group tho mail 
steamer Arawa, whi'.h arrived at tho Circu- 
lar tju*y February C from San Francisco, 
was in a hurrioane. Describing it, ono of 
the passengers said emphatically, "It was 
tho first, and I hopo the last, that I shall 
see." A house on deck waa whipped off by 
ono of tho toppers that filled her forward, 
and 4iever again eeon, and, "as for spray," 
said '. hia gentleman, "well, you see our 
funnels." Baing u groat eoa boat, though 
light at tho time, tho really sustained no 
damage 

When the mail steamer Arawa camo into 
Sydney on her last trip tho powder flig was 
run up at the fore and caused a little sur- 
prise, this being, if not tho first, certainly 
a rare instance tor one of the American 
liners to haul up with explosives aboard. 
Imagine the amazement of the maguzino 
mon in tho powder punt when the mail 
nteamor commonced to put ovor her side 
i!S pound tins of patent paint. Oj analys- 
ing a package or two the real nature of 
this ehipmont wan disclosed. Liko tho 
warming pun of Pickwickian famo these 
tins were but tho covers for hidden fire, 
with an inch or two of paint oc top and 
bottom. In the interior were hundreds of 
deadly oartridgea, and these, It is said, had 
reached Samoa from foreign parte for the 
Bole purpose of putting an end to nativo 
troubles. Tho Sunoan government wisely 
doported these hybrid packages to Sydney. 

Somo timo ago ic waa stuted in a cable- 
gram received just after^tho intelligence of 
tho hurrioane iu Fiji that tho government of 
bhat colony had voted the sum of £10,000 
for tho n lief of the Bufforers. Somo doubt, 
was f jit as to tho correctness of that Btato- 
ment, ua it waa believed by many that tho 
financial position of tho colouy would 
scarcely justify bucIi a largo expenditure of 
public monoy. Recent news from Fiji, 
howovor, confirms tho fact of tho 
amount having boon voted, und explains 
tho eourco from which it waa obtained 
It is not generally known that tho tuxes 
leviod upon tho native population aro col- 
lected by tho government in native produce, 
und not in money. This produce is sold by 
tho government by tender each year. Tho 
amount of tuxution for whioh tho several 
districte aro liable is retained by tho govern- 
ment, and any surplus thore may be is raid 
ovor to tho proper authorities in each dis 
trict for distribution among the people. The 
ovorplus taxes for tho year 1894 amount to 
noarly £10,000, und thiB sum ia being dis- 
tributed among tho natives, principally to 
thoao who Buffered moi t in the lato oyolono. 

Ono of tho most dietri aslng tragedies that 
huvo ever occurred in Melbourne was 
brought to light at a small house iu Railway 
crescent, Snuth Moibourne, where the police 
discovered b!io bodice of two women in a 
small room, almost destitute of furniture 
and bearing every indication of tho ex 
tremo poverty from which the occupants had 
suffered. Tho two women wero Mrs June 
Perkins, ngod 00, and her daughter, .IusbIo 
Perkins, aged about ,'15. They abut the door 
of tho room, closod up all aperturea, and 
then lit a small panful of charcoal, the 
fumes of which must have speedily asphyxi- 
ated them. Two luttera in tho hand- 
writing of tho younger woman woro found, 
ono addressed lo a relative, containing ro- 
proaofaea for failing to send financial assist- 
ance, ami the other addressed to tho Al- 
mighty, imploring pardon for tho doid 
which tho writer was about to ornmit. 
In tho morning tho smell of tho house was no 
bud that the police were asked to ascertain 
tho cauao. The house was entered, and the 
bodies found in an advanood atuto of de- 
composition. 

CUBAN INSURGENT DEFEAT. 

Confiscation of a Largo ymintlty of Kmall 
Arms. 

Madrid, March 13, — Tho Imparoial'a cor- 
respondent in Havana Bonds this dispatch : 
On March 10 a foroo of 150 soldiers met at 
Perez and dofeatod tho insurgents undor 
Boauh and captured their camp, arms and 



Ftorts, Tho royal commission, aftor con- 
ference with Capt. Ganoral Callcj'*, siys it 
has been decided that further forces are 
needed for the protootion of the lives and 
property of the island, also that the Cap- 
tain-General be empowered to grant) 
amnesty to all insurgents who surrendered 
themselves to tho authorities. Many 
friends of the insurgents' oiuso were seized 
on Monday in Havana and a large quantity 
of small arms confiscated. 



TERMS OF PEACE. 



Proposals to Be Considered by the Chinese 
and Japanese Commissioners 
When They Meet. 

Washington, March 13. — As a result of 
tho negotiations between Minister Dun in 
Japan und Ministor Denhy in China, tho 
torma of tho peace aboub to bo concluded be- 
twoen China and Japan are now known with 
littlo ahort of exactness. Aa understood in 
oliicial circles thoy are aa followa : 

1. Tho treaty between Japan and China 
haa ceased to exist by reason tf tho war, but 
on tho renewal cf peace, tho new treaty will 
grant Japan extra torritorlul juriadlotion 
over Chinu, but tho latter country will aur- 
ronder the extra territorial jurisdiction for- 
merly hold in Japan. 

2. Thore will bo no extonBion of Japaneso 
territory on the mainland of Asia, but tho 
island of Formosa, a Chinese possession lying 
off tho coast will bo permanently coded to 
Japan. 

3. Tho Japanese will by treaty be granted 
the right to continue the occupation of Port 
Arthur ond Wei- Hal- Wei, the two groat 
naval stations leading to the Gulf of Peubili, 
for a term of yearB. 

4 Tho olaim of China that Korea is a 
dependency of hors Bhall bo forover relin- 
quished, and Korea shall henceforth be in- 
dependent. 

5. Tho cash indemnity to bo paid by Chins, 
will not exceed £250 000,000 in gold. 

THE " ALLIANCA " EPISODE. 

Spanish Minister to Washington Believes the 
Action, uf tho Cruiser Will Be 
Explained. 

Washington, March 13 —The Spanish 
miniate-, Sr. Muruaga, cabled the Governor- 
General of Cuba to djy for information re- 
garding the firing upon tho American stoam- 
er Allianca by the Spanish gunboat on the 
morning of the 8 ill inst. At a late hour this 
afternoon no answer had been rooeived. 
Sr. Mutua f a assumes that tho captain 
of the gunboat has not as yet 
had an opportunity of making report to 
headquarters. When it is rocoivod, its sub- 
stance will bo at once wired to the legation 
hero. Sonor Muruaga feels that statements 
printed iu American newspapers to-day are 
somewhat misleading and believes that when 
tho other side of the story 1b printed, it 
will put the matter in a different 
light. Ho ridicules tho suggestion that the 
action of tho Spanish captain in firing upon 
the Allianca was an indication of hostility 
on tho part of the Spanish government. Re- 
lations botweon Spain and the U. S. are 
most friendly, and the Spanish captain, he 
says, must have felt justified in pursuing 
tho course that he did, as will doubtless bo 
shown later. 

' Tho Allianca," continuod Sonor Mu- 
ruaga, " was running through tho wind- 
ward passage botween the Keys, taking the 
short cut to tho Atlantic. Capt. Grossman 
Bays he wus fully six milos from shore. 
Muritimo law in such cases doos not com- 
puto tho distances at sea from the mainland 
but from oupes and promontories. This was 
tho contention of the United States in tho 
dispute with Groat Britain in fiohring sea, and 
it wua allowed. It will bo aoon, I think, 
that under the oircumBtances Captain Gross- 
man wan not aix miles from Cuban waterB. 
Cuba ia full of excitement over domoatic 
troubles ard our cruisers are unusually vigi- 
lant at this timo in watching for veasels cur- 
rying arms and reinforcoments to injurgonts. 
Undor tho otrcumfltancoa closer attontion is 
paid to unknown vessels nouring the Bbores 
than would ordinurily bo tho ouse.''

GERMAN GRAIN MONOPOLY. 

Tho Kaiser Vexed at the Manner in Which 
Home of Ills Jokes Have Been 
Made Use of.

VANCOUVER. 

Va.ncouvkr, March 13. —The Brackman 
A; Kor Milling Co. will eatabiish a branch in 
the city. 

Maurice O'Neill, assistant ohiof C.P.R.

he will pormauently reside. 

Of tho 235 Chinamen who arrived by the 
Hmpross of India, 50 are for tho Mainland. 

A Liboral-ConBervative Association has 
been organizod at Maple Rldgo with J. M. 
Webster, president. 

Tho following aro interesting figures from 
the statistical report of tho Westminster 
Presbytory : There aro 45 churches, 15 
pastors and students, 1,000 families oonnoot- 
od with the church and 557 single persons ; 
communicants, 1,554 ; baptisms, 169 ; aver- 
age attending pruyer meeting, 585 ; Sunday 
school, 1,963 ; missionary associations, 11 ; 
and Christian Endeavor sociotiop, 10. Tho 
amount put down to Christian liberality for 
tho year is $31,028.

Tho 
city oounail wantod to lease Robson streot to 
tho oompany for five yearB only, and the 
company propose to leaso it for twenty five 
yoars, and further claim that thoy havo a 
right to doublo track Granville street or not, 
as they choose. Noitbor the oouncil nor 
Mr. Bernard would budge an inob, so a 
committeo consisting of the city solicitor 
and several aldermen was appointed to meot 
Mr. Bernard and try to arrive at an amic- 
able arrangement and thua provont litiga- 
tion. 

WESTMINSTER. 

New Westminster, March 13.— Tho 
Maple Ridge dyko is comploted and tho 
farmers are aotively engaged ploughing.

HANAIHO. 

Na.vaimo, March 13. — Word has boen re- 
ceived of the death of Goorgo Robinson in 
England at tho ago of seventy years. De- 
ceased came to Nanaimo in 1851 in tho em- 
ploy of tho Hudson's Bay Co., to open a 
ooal mine here. He remained for fivo yeurs, 
bub later on removed to Victoria, where for 
some years ho had a photographic gallory. 
Mra. Ryder and Mrs. Snow, of Chilliwack, 
are sisters of tho deceased. 

The Orange Grand Lodge was in eosBion 
all day. It was decided to hold the neitt 
12th of July celebration at Victoria. ThiB 
morning was occupied in a dificuBBion on tho 
Manitoba school question, when a resolution 
was adopted endorsing tho action of tho 
Manitoba government and calling upon all 
Orangemen aad Protestants to support no 
candidates for the House of Commona who 
-will not openly and unreservedly pledge 
themselves to determinedly oppoao any and 
all attempts tending towards the establish- 
ment of Beparato Bchools in tho province of 
Manitoba, and the continuance of the French 
as an official languago in tho Northwest ter- 
ritories. 

THREE NORTH POLES. 

Tho Miirrnetlc Pole, tho Geodetic Pole and tho 
Pole of Rotation. 

There are three north poloa nowadays, ac- 
cording to Dr. S. C. Chandler, who has late- 
ly road an intoroBting paper on the subjoct. 
Thoro iB, lira t, tho magnetic pole, whore the 
noodle dips vertically downwardB. This 
lies to tho extreme north of Canada, in hit. 
70$. Then thoro is tho geodetic pole, which 
is the northern end of tho earth's shortest 
diameter ; and, thirdly, thoro is tho polo of 
rotation, which was always supposed to co- 
incide with tho geodetic polo until someone 
discovorod that it waB not oonstant, but var- 
ied its locality from year to year. Tho 
maximum variation haa now boen diecovored 
by very careful obaorvation to be GO ft., and 
tho rolation ot tho shifting polo to the sta- 
tionary polo forma an interesting curve, of 
which the details aro not yot, publlahod. 
Tho obsorvutiona havo beon going on since 
April, 1893, at Now York and NupleB, which 
being on iho aamo parallel of latitude, and 
noarly 90 1 apart, woro suitably placed for 
tho exporimonts. Tho very delicate instru- 
ments usod for observing tho chango in the 
anglo of rotation wero mady by Wanschafl, 
of Berlin. Tho Scientific American haa an 
interesting noto on tho subjoct, in which it 
is poiDtod out that tho frontier botweon tho 
United Statoa and Canada boing marked 
out in two parts, for 1,200 milo and 250 
miles respectively, by parallels of latitude, 
thoro is a atrip of land, only GO foot wide, it 
is truo, but largo onough in area to embrace 
100 big farms, which comes alternately un- 
der tho jurisdiction of both countries. Dur- 
ing April and May, 1800, and M»V, 1891, it 
wub Canadian by rights ; in November, 
1890, and Dccombor, 1891, it waB American,

EPISCOPAL CHDKCH BEFOBM. 

Report of the Joint Committee Appointed at 
the General Conference In 
New York. 

New York, Maroh 13.— The joinb com- 
mibtoe appointed at the general conference 
of tho Protestant Episcopal ohuroh, of tho 
United Statea of America to revise tho con- 
stitution and canons of tho ohurch, has sub- 
mitted the results of protracted deliberation. 

The revision provides that thoro shall bo 
a general synod, consisting of the bouse cf 
bishops and tho hcuso of deputies, which 
shall sit and deliberate separately, and that 
freedom of dobato shall bo allowed. Either 
house may originate and propose legislation, 
bub every act must be adopted by both 
houses and be ratified by tho signature of 
tho presiding iflioer and secretary of each 
house. The house of bishops iB to be com- 
posed of every bishop of the ohuroh having 
jurisdiction. Evory blahop coadjutor and 
every bishop whoso resignation ot jurisdic- 
tion shall havo been aooepted aro also mem- 
bers. Tho houso of bishops shall elect by a 
majority roto from its ownnumbor a primus 
to bo its presiding officer, who shall hold 
office for ilfo unless ho resigns or be removed 
for incapacity or for canonioal osuto. 

The general synod Is to bo tho supremo 
legislative authority. Tho revision also 
provides for tho uniting into provinces of 
tho diocoso and missionary jurisdlotiona 
Every province muat include nob leas bhan 
five contiguous dioceses, and in oaob pro- 
vince a tynod composed of tho bishops and 
of clorgy and laity shall bo constituted by 
tho action of a majority of tho convention 
of tho diocoso within suoh provinces and 
bishops therein for the exorcise of such 
legislative powers as aro not inconsistent 
with tho constitutional powers of tho gen- 
eral synod. Tho bishops of eaoh shall elect 
one of thoir number to bo primate in tho 
provinco. No ono shall bo ordained and 
eonaiderod bishop until ho shall be 30 years 
of ago, or without tho cmBont of tho major- 
ity of tho bishops exercising jurisdiction In 
the United StatoB.

A BY-LAW 

Authorizing tho Expenditure of a sum of 
310,000, Borrowed under the 
Authority of tho "Crematory By- 
Law," No. 127, for Lighting Pur- 
poses. 

Whereas undor aud by virtue of section 11 
of Tho Municipal Aot Amendment Act, 18W, 
tho Corporation of tho City of Victoria ia em- 
powered, when it ahull havo a sum of monoy 
on hand which has beon borrowod for a spoclal 
purpose by tho authority of a loan by-law, and 
when tho Council dooms it undesirable to ex- 
pond forauch purposo tho monoy borrowed, to 
placo beforo tho ratepayora a by-law providing 
for tho expending of Buch sum of monoy for 
Bonio other purposo ; 

And whereas tho anld Corporation of tho 
City of Victoria has n sum of ton thousand 
dollaia on hand which haa boon borrowed for 
tho purpoto of eatabllshlng a cromalory by tho 
authority of a loan bylaw known as tho 
'• Cromatory By-Law," No. 127 ; 

And wiikhkas tho Council of tho Corpora- 
tion of tho city of Victoria dooms it undesir- 
able to expend the add sum of §10,000 for tho 
purposo of establishing u cromatory as aforo- 
Baid, but dooms it oxpediont lhat tho said sum 
of S10.000 should bo expondod for and towards 
tho cost of constructing works for supplying 
tho inhabitants of tho Municipality of tho City 
of Victoria with Kloctric Light ; 

THERBKOKK tho Municipal Council of tho 
Corporation of tho City of Victoria onacts as 
follows : 

1. It Bhall bo lawful for tho Council 
of the Corporation of tho City of Vic- 
toria to oxpond in and towards tho cost 
if constructing works for supplying 
tho Inhabitants of iho Municipality of the City 
of Victoria with hlectrlc L'ghc tho earn of

For Raisino the stun of $19,000.00 for 
the Purposes of Improving tho Ser 
vice of tho Fire Department within 
the Municipal limits of tha City of 
Victoria. 

WHEREAS tho Kiro Department of tho City 
of Victoria, the number of Firo Halls. and the 
means and appliances at Its disposal aa tho 
Bamo at proBent oxlBt aro consldorod to bo in. 
adequate to tho proper protection cf property 
in Lho said Cily from damage by flro, especially 
in tho suburban portions of Lho said City ; 

And WHEREAS it ia doomed oxpediont and 
necesBary to lmprovo tho aorvlco of the Fire 
Department wllhln tho Municipal litnita of 
tho City of Victoria, and for that purposo to 
raise by way of loan upon tho orodlt of tho 
Bald City tho sum of ?19,000.00 ; 

And whkrkam it will require tho sum of 
$1193.00 to be raisod annually by rate for pay 
mont of tho now debt and Intorcat ; 

And whereas tho wholo ratable Land and 
Improvements or real proporty of tho aaid Cor 
porallon of tho City of Victoria accord in« to 
tho laat revised assessment roll for tho year 
1891 Is $15,539,370.00 ; 

And wubreas it will require an annual rato 
of one eleventh of ono mill in the dollar for 
paying such now dobl and lntore3l ; 

And WHEREAS this By law shall not bo 
altered or repealed except wilh tho consent of 
the Lieutenant-Governor- inCouncil ;

It shall bo lawful for tho said Mayor 
to cause any number of dobonturoa to bo 
mado, executed and issued for suoh sums as 
may bo required, not oxeceding, howovor, the 
sum of $10,000.00, oithor In currency (or stor- 
ling monoy at tho rato of 1.803 dollars to tho ono 
pound storlliiK), aa may bu required, each of 
tho said dobonmros boing of tho amount of 
$1,IXK).(X) or Its Btorling equivalent at the rato 
aforesaid and all suoh dobonturcH shall bo 
sealed with tho seal of tho Corporation and 
sinned by tho Mayor thereof. 

Soo. 3. Tho said debentures phall boardato 
tho 1st (lay of May, 1895, and shall bo mado 
payable in twenty years from lho said ditto al 
such place In Great Britain, tho United Stales 
of America, cr tho Dominion of Canada, as 
may bo designated thoroon, and shall have 
attached lo Ihcm coupons for tho payment of 
Interest, and the signatures lo tho intorcat 
coupona may bo oithor wrilton, stamped, 
printed or lithographed.

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CHINA'S LAST STRONGHOLD. 

Surrender of Wei Hai Wei to tbe 
All-Conquering Jap 
auese. 

The Brave Old Admiral Commanding 
Chooses Death iiather Than 
DlBbonor. 



Tokyo, Maroh 1.— The surronder cf the 
Chineao fleet and of tho retraining forta et 
WeiHai-Wei constituted the most striking 
scene id tho drama of tho war. Several 
davB before tho event, Vice Admiral Ito, 

• jmmiinderinohief of tho Japanese naval 
Bquadrons, had addreBsed a letter to Ad 
mirul Ting, who hold a corresponding 
position on tho Chineae aido. Tho two were 
intimate friends, oaoh having been attracted 
to the other by mutually similar qualities 
Ico, therefore, in addressing TiDg by letter 
while the fleota commanded by the two 
admirals were waiting to doatroy oaoh other, 
spoke as a friond. He adviaod that Ting 
should abandon a doomod cause and tako 
refuao in Japan until the termination of the 
war. Admiral ito bss^d his advice solely 
on patriotic moti.eB. China's disasters, ho 
said, were duo to inherent weakness, do 
fectivo systems, corrupt government and 
blind oonservatiam 

" You know woll," he aaid, "what troubles 
Japan had to encounter thirty years ago 
what perils she hud to surmount. Sho owei 
hor preservation and^hcr integrity wholly to 
tho fact that she thon broko away from tho 
old and attached herself to tho now. 
In the caao of your country, also, that must 
be the cardinal courBe at present. If you 
adopt it, I venture to Bay that you aro safe 
If yon reject it, you cannot escape destruc- 
tion. In a contest with Japan It has long 
been fatad that you should witneas resubu 
auoh aa aro now before you. Can it bo tho 
duty of faithful subjects of the empire, men 
really aolioitous for its wolf »ro, to swim idly 
with the tide now sweeping over the country 
by the decree of an anoient fate, making no 
effort to stem it ? • ■ • A single pillar 
cannot prevent the fall of a groat edifice. 

• • • By whatever reputation for honor- 
able) dealing a Japanese soldier possesses in 
the eyes of the world, I vow that I believe 
your wiaesb course is to come to Japan and 
wait there until tho fortunes of your country 
are again in tho ascendant, and until tho 
time arrives whenyour servicos will bo again 
needed." 

The latter then proceeded to adduce in- 
stance from European and Japanese annals 
of men who, by abandoning a hopoloas 
struggle in good time, had lived to render 
their oountrieB eminent service, and it con- 
cluded by Baying : "The groat question that 
you have now to determine is whether you 
will throw in your lot with a country that 
you see fulling to ruin, and bo involved in 
a result inevitable und<T unchanged ad- 
ministrative circumstances, or whether you 
will preserve the Btreng' ti that remains to 
you and evolve another plan her.after " 
Admiral Ito did not add to Ida reputation 
by this letter. The othics it advooateB 
have saver been thoao adopted by brave 
and loyal men in any age. Ting's duty 
was in the teal present, not in a hypothe- 
tical futnre. He had to aorve his country 
such as it was, not to wait to servo it such 
aa it might be ; to save the fleet aotually 
entrusted to his command, not to save him- 
self in the vague hope of commanding a 
hotter fleet thereafter. Ho adopted tho 
only dignified coutao under tbe circum- 
stances — left tho letter unnoticed. 

This lebbor has a history still concealed. 
Admiral Ito did not write it, but since the 
letter bore hiB signature he muBb bear the 
responsibility. But the work of composi- 
tion and inditing was actually done by ono 
of tho foreign military attachos. The lan- 
guage used was English. It is a curious 
and suggestive fact that in thia war the 
Chinese and Japanese find Eoglioh their 
most convenient and accessible medium of 
communication. After tho lettor was writ- 
ten thero arotu the question of conveyance. 
The British udmira! was appliod to. But he 
declined to despatch a vessel specially for 
ouoh a pnrpoeo. Then Marshal Oyama 
found himBeif under tho timely necessity of 
addressing to the foreign consuls in Chefoo 
u p<>lite engagement that., in tho event of a 
Ju;)iql.ho occupation of that town, ovory 
precaution should bo adopted to guarantee 
the tranquillity and Bafety nf tho foreign 
settlement:. Sir Edward Fremontle was 
not unwilling to forward such an engage- 
ment to its destination. He told off H.M 8 
Severn for the duty, and sho became, in- 
cidentally, tho bearer of Admiral Ito'e. 
letter ulso. 

Tho Cninese Admiral ha 1 a fine llset uu- 
derhis oornm.nd — a powerful ironolad, seven 
cruiuers, s-*ven gunboats and eleven torpedo 
boa's. Tbe land, defences at Wei Hai Wei 
were also intact. Garrisoned by a strong 
body of troops and excellently planned, 
they appeared impregnable Even if the 
eaatern portion full, the Japanese troops, in 
order to attack tho vvestorn, must pass un 
der the muzy. es of the ships' (juns at short 
ranges. In that respect Wei Hai Wei dif 
fered materially from Port Arthur. At Wei 
Hai Wei co-operation of a most effeotive 
•haraoter between the land and aea foroea 
was possible. The armed islands ot L'u- 
kung, Ztiih, and Hwang formod a lino of na- 
tural Bhields aorom the eutranco to the bjy, 
and tho channels at either side being guard- 
ed by torpedoee and booms, tho Chinese 
squadron could operate inside witho ut feur 
of molestation, bringing Its powerful artil- 
lery to boar upon any point of tho buy'a lit- 
toral. At. Port Arthur nothing of tho kind 
was possible. Admiral Ting believe*d that 
if thia could be turned to full account, Woi 
Hai Wei might defy tho Japanese attack 
and prove the turning point of the war. 

Three things wero eseentiul to the 
success of his plan ; first, that overy fi rb 
evacuated by the Chinese should ho pro 
viously dismantled; otherwiso itB guns 
might bo used ugainat the Chinese ships ; 
secondly, that in tho event of tho capture nf 
tho eastern forta tho garrison of the western 
should still hold their ground, trusting tho 
II lot to defend tho upproachoB to their poai 
tion ; and thirdly, that tho Japanene thnuld 
not obtain destructive accoas to tho ships in- 
side tho buy. All thoao contingencies were 
based on fulao assumptions ■ the first two on 
tho hypothesis that tho Chinese troops at, 
Wei Hai Woi would fight with courago and 
coolness such as they hud novor previously 
displayed ; tbe third on tho supposition 
thac Japanese p'uck and daring wou'd fall 
ahort of tho standard hitherto attained by 
them. Ting's projects woro therefore 
doomed from the tu 'set to disappointment, 

Tho defenders of tho oist^ri forts lacked 
oourage to hold them until tho process of 
dismantlement hud boon carriod within 
roach of certain eujeoso. Tholr plan was to 
blow up tho powdor maguzines before evac- 
uating tho forts. For that purpose thoy 
omployed a somewhat primitivo device— a 
" josB stick " [astonod to a fuso. A " joss- 
stick " is a long, thin cylindor of coarso 
paper impregnated with inconBU. All " joBS 
atioks " are of corresponding dimensions 
and ovory Chinaman knowa protty accurate- 



ly how many minutea aro abaorbed in the 
burning of a given number of inchea of 
"pea-stick." But to use these things as 
m lana of conducting firo to a magazine at n 
given moment, coolness and deliberation uro 
required, and the Chinese aro neither cool 
nor deliberate under fire. Dynamite bombs 
a e really dangerous only in the handa of 
mm prepared to die with those they kill 
A ixioty to save oneself alive disturbs tho 
ti holiness of the act of destruction. So, too, 
C inese soldiers, who think first of their 
o vn csopo, uro bad agents for exploding 
ponder magaz'nes when, in order to catch 
the critical moment, thore is danger of as- 
cending into space in oompmy with the 
enemy. Thus it resulted that af tor tho rout 
of their garrisons, there remained in the 
oustorn forte oleven serviceable and power- 
ful pieces of artillery. 

Admiral Ting, ignoring this failuro of 
programme, run hia ships close in Bhoro to 
shell tho Jupuneso out of tho forta they had 
taken. Tho justice of his calculations and 
tho wisdom cf his strategy were vindicated 
by tho fact that a battalion of Japanese in- 
fantry descending to tho shoro from the 
heights whore it hud juBC stormed the Chi- 
nese entrenchments, wua rocoived with a hail 
of projectiles from tho ships, and had to 
beat u hasty rotreat, leaving a heavy tulo of 
dead and wounded. Bub that was Ting's 
only triumph. Ho soon found that with 
thoir armament virtually intact and in tho 
handa of Japanese gunners, tho eastern forta 
wero at least as formidable to him as ho 
could bo to them. He thereforo disposod 
his vessels to prevent tho advance of tho 
Japanoso troops along tho shoro against tho 
western forta. But another disappointment 
awaited him. The defenders of tho wostern 
forte, not biding to bo attacked, took advan- 
tage of a friendly snowstorm and fled. 
Not being in tho presence of any immediate 
peril, they could have elLotuully dismantled 
the forta bufore ovaouating them. Thoy did 
not do so, howovor, and the miserable pol- 
troonery of their neglect is beyond censure, 
for had the armament of the forta fallen in 
to Japuneso hands in a serviceable condition, 
nob only tho insular defences but also the 
fieot Itself would have been brought under 
tho muzzles of powerful artillery at fatally 
close ranges. 

Fortunatoly for himself, Admiral Ting ob- 
tained timely Information of this disgrace- 
ful flight. He landed a party of marines, 
dismantled the forta, and destroyed a fleet 
of juoka that might have served to trans- 
port an assaulting party against the islands. 
Meanwhile, Gen. Tai, the commander-in- 
chief of the land forces, effected his escape 
to Liukung island. Admiral Ting was a 
bluff man. Originally a pirate, he pos- 
sessed the faculty of conveying hia meaning 
forcibly. What ho said to Toi restored that 
fugitive's conception of ' manhood. With 
the admiral's reproaches ringing in his ears, 
he resorted to the Chinaman's final rotreat 
from trouble or disgrace, a fatal dose of 
opium. 

Ting's projects wero gradually undergoing 
defeat. The mainland foris were all lost, 
those on tho oust with thoir armament vir- 
tually intact. The flsot wus therefore con- 
demned to confine itself chiefly to the we-t 
of the bay. Tho remnants of the large c - 
operative programme that lookol so promis- 
ing ar, ihe ouiaet, wero now reduced to the 
aquadron and the ialand fjrts. It might 
still bo possible to hope that the Japanese 
sailors would refrain from the desperate 
advonture of entering the bay to attack tho 
Chinese vessels. But tho obstacle at tho 
eastern channel waB now purely passive — a 
boom consisting of throo horizontal lines of 
steel- wire hawser, with heavy blocks of 
timber laBhed vertically at short intervals. 
Had it been possible for ono or two ships to 
lie in the vicinity of this boom, bringing it 
under the range of their quick tiring guns, 
the operation of breaking u passage through 
it would have been almost hopeless. But 
tho eaatern forta, armed aa thoy were, held 
the Chineae ahipa at bay, bo that the Japan- 
ese torpedo-boats wero ablo to find their 
way in and sink throo of tho beat Chinese 
ships and a gunboat. The eastern forts 
sunk another. Then ensued tho destruction 
capture of the whole Cnineso torpedo 
flotilla — oleven boats chaaed by Japanoeo 
cruisorB, boachod, shattered, or taken, before 
thoy could effect their project of fleeing to 
Chefoo. 

Ting's case waB now desperate. Ho waa 
hold in a vico by thn Japanese. Escapo or 
IToctive resistance was alike impassible. 
Oo the 12.hof February ho dispatched to 
Admiral Ito the following letter : 

I received the letter of suggostiono ad- 
dressed to mo by tho ofliecr commanding tho 
uni'.ed Japanoso squadrons, but did not, re- 
ply bocuuse our countries wero at war. 
Now, however, having fought resolutely, 
having hud my ships auiik anil toy men 
imated, I um minded to give up tho con- 
tost, and to ask for a cessation of hostilities 
ler to save tho life of toy people. I 
will surrender to Japan the ships of war 
now in Wei Hii-Wei harbor, together with 
the Liukung ialand forte and tho armament, 
provided that my request bo complied with, 
namely, thai the lives of all persons eon- 
1 with tho army and navy, Chinese 
anil foreign, he uninjured, and thut, they ho 
allowed to return to their homes. If this 
be acceded to, tho commander-in-chief of 
tho British naval squadron will become 
guarantor. 1 submit this proposal, and 
shall bo glad to have a apeody reply. 

It was at once a dignified and a pathetic 
communication. Admiral Ito accepted the 
proposed terms. Ho dispensed, however, 
with the foreign guarantee cil'ered by Ting. 
'• I place implicit roliunce, ' ho wrote, " on 
your assurances as an officer." Ito know 
his man. Thero were no precedents justi- 
fying Mich trustfulness. Time and again 
the Chineae had used the while II ig dis- 
honourably. Even on an occasion so recent 
as the assault of tho Wei-Hai- Wei fortB, a 
deceptive flag of surrender had boon hung 
out by a Chinese i"ir,-ieon to lure tho as- 
sailants within p nit blank range. But 
Ting's methods of warfare did not belong to 
that claBB. I" acknowledging tho despatch 
of surrender, Ito aont to his old friend a 
few eaBee of champagno, clurot, and bo forth, 
but Ting would accept nothing. His mind 
was sot on otht r things. Ouco ugain ho 
wrote to Ito : — 

Your answer, just rocoivod, gives mo 
muuh satisfaction on account of tho lives of 
my mon. 1 have also to exprosB gratitude 
for tho things you havo sent mo, but as the 
state of wur existing between our countries 
makes it dilli 'nit for mo to receive them, 1 
beg to roturn them horewith, though I 
thank you for tho thought. Your letter 
Blutea that tho arms, forts and ships should 
bo handed over to morrow, but that leaves 
us a very brief interval at our disposal. 
Some rimo is needed for the military and 
naval folk to exchange their uniforms for 
travelling garments and make up their bag 
gage. It would be difficult to conform with 
tho date named by you. I therefore beg 
that you will extend the period, and enter 
tho harbor from the 22nd day of this month, 
according to the Chinese calendar ( 10th of 
February), appointing a day for taking over 
tho Liukung forts, tho armament und tho 
ahipa now remaining. I plodgo my good 
faith in tho matter. 

Immediately after writing thia letter, tho 
atout old sailor retired to his oubin and 
poisoned himself with opium. Hia example 
was followed by his second In commaud, 
Commodoro Liu, and by tho officer com 
manding tho Liukung garrison, Gonoral

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PIONEERS OF TO DA Y. 

The hardy and courageous pioneers in the 
Bella Coola valley aro oDgaged in building 
up the country. Hundreds of thousands of 
men and women like thorn, working In the 
face of many difficulties and enduring priva- 
tions and hardships bravely and patiently, 
have made thia contlnont what it is. Very 
little has beon heard of the mon who did this 
wonderful work. They made the wilderness 
habitable and laid the foundations of now 
nationB. Yot they havo not been hold up to 
the admiration of the world. They did not 
look upon themselves as heroes and mon 
havo taken them at thoir own ostlmato 
of themselves. Statues havo not been 
raised in their honor and the names 
of very few of them have been considered 
worth recording by tho historian. Yet, but 
for tho labor of theao humblo and unknown 
vvorkerB North America would have had no 
history. 

The intelligent Canadian who wants to 
know what his forefathers havo done und 
suffered to make thia oountry a home for 
him would do well to consider the work and 
watch the progress of the settlers in Bella 
Coola. The valley, when they went to 
settle in it, was an utter wilderness. Thore 
was no civilized oommunity within many 
miles of it. Thoro was no wharf on which 
to land their effects and provisions, no roads 
to travel on, no bridges across tho 
streamB, no rogular communication 
with the outside world. Tho only porsonB 
they could apply to for information and aB- 
aiatance were a few Indiana who it seems 
wero just civili/.ed enough to tako advantage 
of thoir necessities. Before thoy cjuld reach 
tho land on whioh they proposod to Bettle 
thoy had to make thoir way up a rapid 
river which it is impossible for men un- 
skilled in canoeing to navigate, or to laborious 
ly thread thoir way through the pathless 
forest. 

The sturdy Scandinavians faced the ini 
tial difficulties with stout hearts and over 
came thorn. Thoir isolation in the 
valley was complete They had 
no one but themselves to depend 
npon. They wero left completely to their 
own resourcus. They had to build houaoB 
and to clear the land for a crop without tho 
thousand and ono conveniences which tho 
mon in the older commun'.iea havo como to 
rogard aa neoesaaries. Thoy set to work 
with a will duriDg tho winter, which they 
say was very Lino. Thoy built as many as 
thirty houeea and thoy cleared quite a large 
urea lor this year'a crop. 

The Balla Coola community ia induatrioua 
and tho men who form it aeom to bo mutual- 
ly helpful. It Is fortunate for tho eotilerB 
that they had plenty to do, for tho loneli- 
ness to idle men would havo boon unbear- 
able. Thoy wero at ono time tlireo 
months without hearing from tho outeido 
world. Hut tho spring finds them in good 
.heart. Thoy like tho oountry, tho soil is 
good and the climato agroea with thorn. 
Thoir prospects are in thoir estimation 
bright. 

Thoir great difficulty is to gob from ono 
part of tho settlement to another. A road 
through the auttlomout is, aa may bo easily 
seen, a neoessity. Thoy need some bettor 
means of intercommunication thun the 
rough paths which thoy havo beon able to 
make. Tho Govornmont, it sooma, have 
promised to give them a road, and they 
will, no doubt, bo as good as thoir word. 
Mr. Saugatad, who ia tho loading man of tho 
colony, saya that thoy do uot want a 
wagon road aa yot, what thoy expect is 
a good trail. Thon thoro aro rivera to bo 
brldgod and aloughs and streams to bo 
crosaod. It cannot bo oxpootod that tho 
now settlors who for a year or two will have 
hard work to malto a bare living, oan build 
bridges and build a wharf, which is a 
atruoturo of prime necetnity. It is but roa- 
Bnnablo that the Govornmont should go to 
tho aid of theBo pioneers and give them tho 
public worka that they require. Their ex- 
pectations aro not unreasonable. They do j 



nob ask the Government to pet and coddle 
them. What they want are Buoh facilities 
as will enable them to make btn most of the 
natural advantages of the oountry in which 
thoy have settled. These Scandinavians 
are industrious and self-reliant mon. The 
spirit in whioh they approaoh tho Govern- 
ment may bo Inferred from tho following 
petition which Mr. Saugstad presented to 
tho Minister of Immigration yesterday : 

Bulla Coola, B C, March 2, lSDo. 
To the Hon James Baker, Minister of Im- 
migration/or the Province of B O. 

Tho colonists aro griovod to loarn that tho 
government eutertalna doubt as to tho ool- 
oDlats intention to remain permanently iD 
tho Bella Coola Valley. 

As thia may tond to retard tho cirrying 
out of tho vital question of tho colony, v:z : 
tho construction of a wagon roud. wo, iu 
publio meeting assembled on this second day 
of March, 1SD5, deolaro that it is our inten- 
tion to do all in our power to make Holla 
Coola our future homo. In proof of tho 
sincerity of this declaration over (.'10) thirty 
houses have been finished, or nearly so, and 
a considerable number of acres of land clear- 
ed. Wo petition and pray that tho govern- 
ment carry out thoir part of tho contract as 
Btotcd in the agreement,

They 
aro doing a, most important work for the 
province, and if thoy suoooed tho certainty 
is that they will bo followed by thousands 

of others. 

THE ONLY TERMS, 

As our readers know tho United States 
House of Representatives ia now Republi- 
can. The RopublicanB, too, havo a prepon- 
derance in the Senate Amorican legisla- 
tion for the next four yoars will, therefore, 
bo Republican. Tho President's veto ia all 
that provouts the Republicans having com- 
plete control of tho legislation of tho United 
States. This being tho oioo it will be edi- 
fying to know how tho Republicans foel to- 
ward Canada. Senator Lodge, tho loading 
Republican Sonator, contrlbutoa an article 
to tho March number of tho Forum. In 
that artlole ho speaks of Canada in the fol- 
lowing terms : 

Tho Bpirit of tho Administration oeorr.a 
also to have entered into tho legislation of 
the Democratio party In Congreis. The 
Government of Canada is hostile to us. 
They lose no opportunity of injuring us. 
They keep open tho queation of tho fisher- 
iea, both in tho Atlantic and Pacific, and 
complicate conetantly our relations with 
Great Britain. Vet when the Domooratlo 
parly passes a tariff, they select Canada as 
the country to be particularly favored. 

II Canada deaires the advantages of onr 
great markotB, let her unite with ua, either 
entirely or as to tariffd. Until Bhe 
does so, it is our obvious policy to 
exclude her from our markets and 
give her no advantages of any kind. For 
what the Democratic party voluntarily gavo 
to Canada in tho tariff, Canada would will- 
ingly have conceded to ua many disputed 
points in othor matters. Yet the Demo- 
cratic party gavo this great advantage to 
Canada gratis, and by so doing entirely 
abandoned American interests. 

Of all the blunders of the tariff I here is 
nothing, with tho exception of tho abroga- 
tion of tho reciprocity troaties, which is ao 
deeply injurious to American interesto as 
thia throwing open our markets to tho prin- 
cipal Canadian products, whilo Canada's 
tariff, with all its discrimination against ub, 
remains unchanged. 

Tho abovo passage is full of misrepresenta- 
tions and dietortlons of tho truth as far ao 
Canada ia ooncorncd, but tho spirit in which 
it is written ia what concerns Canadians juat 
now. It can bo aeon from it thut tho 
Republicans are not friendly to Canada and 
that it will be a sheer impossibility without 
ohanging our allegiance or sacrificing our 
fiaoal independence to got thorn to oonBont 
to a reciprocity troaty. Canadians, who 
are loyal as well as intelligent, know this 
long ago, but Canadians who are 
intelligent enough, bub who aro nob 
loyal havo been trying to persuade their 
countrymen that a reciprocity treaty with 
tho Unitod States can bo had without any 
sacrifice cf either principlo or independence 
on the part of Canada. What Mr. Lodge, 
who voicos Republican opinion, says on tho 
trade queation should undeceive all Can- 
adians who do not want to bo deceived. 
What he says ia what Mr. Maine said und 
what thouaanda of Americans are ready to 
aay whonover the aubjeot of reciprocity 
cornea up tor diacusaion — " If Canada de- 
aires tho advantages of our groat markets let 
her unlto with ua, either entirely or as to 
tariffs." 



II LA GKBALLIKO BX Tit A OR DIN A R Y 

The respect of Bonsiblo men for tho lirltiah 
arlatocracy will not bo increaaod when they 
hour that tho members of tho Travellers' 
Club havo blackballed tho Hon. Cecil 
Rhodos. It is said that thiB club Is exceed- 
ingly exclusivo, but it seems to us that ita 
members will not, twice iu a generation, 
havo tho opportunity of elocting bo ominont 
a man aa Cecil Rhodes. Mr. Rhodes haB 
for tho last fow yoars boon making history 
not only for South Africa, whoso affairs ho 
conducts, but for tho whole British Empire, 
Can aa much bo aaid of any member of tho 
TraVolloJo' Club 1 Wo wonder what 
tho members of thiB Club prido 
thoinBolvoa upon when thoy oonaidor 
thomselvoa too good to osaociato with tho 
Premier of Capo Colony, who has beon in- 
strumental in adding to the Empire terri- 
tory great or in oxtont than somo European 
kingdoms, a man, too, who has revived tho 
prcatigo of tho British namo over half tho 
continent of Africa. Sooing what Mr. 
Rhodca haa dono for Great Britain in South 
Africa, wo aro not surprised that the Priuco 
of Wales, tho Duke of Fife and Karl Groy 
resigned thoir membership In that Club as 
soon as they hoard that ita membors had 
blackballed Mr, Uhodos. 



ALARMED LEGISLATORS. 

About the queerest thing that a State Leg- 
islature has done for many a day waa the 
passage, on the 6th inst., of tho following re- 
solution by the Houao of Representatives of 
tho State of Washington : 

Whereas, Eagland, with her usual cupid- 
ity and av.irioo and pursuant to bar ilmo- 
honored custom of attempting at all hazards 
to gain control of 'ill newly-developed 
sources of wealth in whatsoever country sit- 
uated, and to uppropiia'o to her own benefit 
tho present and prospective oomunorao of the 
30a«, whether rightfully or otherwise, has 
asserted claims 10 harbors, baya, and inleta 
through which tho groator portion of the 
oommerce ar.d trade oi and with iho Terri- 
tory of Alatka must bo eirried or, und 
whioh cf tight belongs to tho Uuiletl States, 
and 

Whereas, the United States will be rob- 
bed and despoiled of tho trade aud commerce 
of a veritable empiro and Buffer a diminu- 
tion of tho wealth with v/hioh nature has 
ond^wod said Territory if the policy and 
claims of Great Britain aa aforoaaid shall 
prevail, 

Theriforo, be it resolved by the Houao of 
Representatives of the State of Washington, 
the Senate concurring, that our membora of 
Congress bo requested and our Senators in- 
structed to uao all honorable moans that tho 
rightful claim of tho United States relative 
to aaid harbors, bays and inleta bo scrupu- 
lously maintained, and that an uniquivocul 
policy on tho part of tho United States 
Government in relation thereto bo fully car- 
ried out. 

This should bo preserved ua a literary and 
logialutivo curiosity. It ia amazing that 
men Buppoaod to bo intelligent and sonaiblo 
would atultlfy themselves by voting 
for suoli a resolution as the abovo. 
Thoso who aupportod it, wo Bupposo, thought 
It would tickle tho oars of ignorant and 
anti-Britlah electors, for it aoema that there 
ia nothing tuo absurd for tho average Amori- 
can legislator to do or to say, in order to in- 
creaao his popularity. 

Ecgland, as far aa wo have hoard, has 
done nothing towards rectifying the boun- 
dary lino betwoon British Columbia and 
Alaska. Tho oomplalut in Canada is that 
Great H.-italn, on these boundary questions, 
ia a good deal too slack, that she has 
allowod wide-awake American diplomatists 
to take tho advantage of her. With fOBpect 
to this matter of tho Alaskan boun- 
dary she seems to be quite apa- 
thetic. Tho matter has been quietly 
discuaeed in this Province latoly, but 
all that has been said la that Great 
Britain should tako measures to ascertain 
the true boundary lino and not to allow her- 
self to loss tonitory through the careless- 
noaa or the ignorance of officials, either 
Britiah or American. Wo are quite satis- 
fied that tho government of tho United 
States does not wont to take an inch of land 
that (Iocb not beloi g to it, bub wo bolleve 
that the earth i • not b'g enough to satisfy 
tho greod of many ignorant popularity- 
hunting American legislators. 

The members of tho legitlaluro of 
the Stato of WaBhitgtcn may make 
themselves easy abuut tho Alaskan bound- 
ary. The British want no moro territory 
than is justly and legally theirs, and that 
they baliove thoy will got without any 
trouble when tho two Governments con- 
cerned go about settling tho boundary ques- 
tion in earnest. If tho ooaat, harboro, baya 
and inlets claimed by Groat Britain bilong 
to hor they will bo readily surrer d -red when 
tho day ef settlement comoa, let thu State 
of Washington politicians nsoluto aa they 
may. If thoy are not on tho Britiah Bido of 
thu boundary lino British subjtctB aro quite 
oontont that they Bhould remain in the poa- 
aoaaion of the United States. That is al' 
thoro ia About it.

Howell and Architect Rattenbury among 
hln ouemieB aud Bald that ho waa deter- 
mined to "'do" them if he spent the re- 
maindor of his days in penitentiary in con- 
aequmco. 

^eoiug that Mr. Howell made no efFirt to 
return his blows, tho contractor apparently 
rogrettod what ho had dono very quickly.

Ho aaid he hear J 
the argument used amongst the farmers that 
under free trade they would got agricul- 
tural machinery cheaper, but in hia opinion 
they would have Ittllo need fir mining 
machinery at any price when free trade en- 
ables tho Burplua produce of tho Sound to bo 
dumped into Victoria and sold at prices which

ba bought for would not be forthcoming.

A Strouj? Advocate of the Teaching: 
of Music iu the 
Schools. 



"Mueic and Noiao " was tho subject of 
Rev. Mr. Haweis' lecture yeaterday after- 
noon at tho Victoria thoatro. In tho audi- 
enco were a good number of eohool children 
and the lecturer noticing tho young faocs 
said ho would try to mix Inatruction with 
amuBoment, iu tho aamo way as physic is 
adminiBtered in jam ao that the jam could 
bo awallowed without taating the phyBic. 
Aa ho had beon asked to givo hia opinion 
upon tho teaching of mueic in tho schools, 
he briefly reforrod to his Bubject of the 
ovoning before ahowiDg that mueic la not 
altogether recreation, but distinctly useful 
in that it ia closely connected with morals. 
Musio was, ho aaid, tho art modium for tho 
expression of emotion, and from emotion 
came thought, action, conduct and 
morals. He could not aeo how 
those who had tho caro of the 
education of children could leave music out 
of tho curriculum. Mueic waa a moat pow- 
erful moans of developing tho mental and 
moral life of tho young. To leave muBicout 
of a child's education wua an admission of 
being behind the age, as apart from the 
beauty of music It was an excellent medium 
for training tho child to hubits of attention 
and discipline, and though one did not al- 
ways add to tho comfort of a follow being by 
singing, tho oxorciHO strengthened tho larynx 
and luugs. Tho ability tf a porann to take 
pirt In singing was not to be sniffed at. 

In tho school room when theWliildren wore 
feeling listless and lolling about a few verses 
of a bright aong had a wonderful effect in 
freshening up their minds, oo thai, they 
would fall back with a ravenous appetite on 
the unfinished sum. The element of joy iu 
mueic would help to make tho school room 
attractive to tho children. Thoro was 
nothing liko music for awoeping tho brain 
clear. 

Then the lecturer touched on tho t Hoot of 
musio in sweetening homo life, and said that 
tho question of expense need not bo groat. 
It was a simple matter to teach enough 
vocal music to enable tho children to reuil 
music by nolo and take part in almplo songa. 

Coming to tho subject of hia looturo, Mr. 
Haweis proceeded Lu show the difference 
between music and noino, giving illustra- 
tions and by simple, easily understood ex- 
planations muking what he had to say cloar 
to everybody. Thoro was no niuslo in 
nature, ho maintained, in spite of 
tho poot'a talk of tho wild music of 
tho woodlands, " Hark tho Lark at 
Heaven's Gato Singe," and all that. 
He did not oay thero were no musical Bounds 
in nature, but nature wan only tho vast 
quarry from whioh man mined hia ero aud 
mado it into music. As illustrations tho 
lecturor gave comical exerclaea on the violin 
— a donkey's bray, thon two separate 
cats' voices and tho two blonded in a regu- 
lar oaterwaul. The voice of tho nooturnal 
oat wua, bo sfid, very like that of tho little 
child. Tho mother found music in tho little 
ono's voice — the father did not know it 
though. Examples woro givon of tho can- 
ary bird, on a penny whlsilo, to provo tho 
lecturer's contention that even tho birds 
volcoa woro not muaio. Giving an example 
of uolso on tho Chineao gong, he said : 

" As long aB tho English pooplo eloot to 
go into dinner to thia pcund (clang), they 
cannot bo called a inuslcul people." With

THE POLITICS OF JAPAN. 

BY CHARLES T. LONO. 

Tho Canadian Magazine (March.) 

Tho statesmen of Europe, us well as of 
the Orient, aro watching with anxious eyes 
the current of J apancse affairs. W hat has 
tho future in store for Japan and what at- 
titude will that country aBBumo towards 
western powers afer tho presont war ? 
Theeo aro questions that aro upon tho lips 
of many a politician at presont. Tho war 
in progress in China haB demonstrated that 
in all future arrangements of matterB dealing 
with tho Orient, Japan is a power whose 
attitude will have to bo considered. ThiH 
land of tho rising flun that has borrowed 
so much from tho West has in turn afforded 
a great lesson to her European instructors. 
She baa within thirty yeara, without a 
Btruggle, without tho loas c f a drop of 
blood, without the shadow of religious bigo- 
try, completely turned hereelf inside out, 
had abandoned feudalism, and has seated 
herself sen-iu-ly among tho oivilized nations 
of tho earth with power, modesty and dig- 
nity. A quarter of a century ago tho islands 
Included within the realm of tho Mikado's 
empire wore a eloBcd book to the 
world. Foreignera wcro not allowed 
to land and natives were forbidden to 
have any intoroourao with them. The 40 , 
000,000 of people wore mainly serfs, who 
paid tribute to their lords and masters, the 
nobility. They had no voice in tho govern- 
ment of the country, and know nothing of 
its atlUrs beyond what littlo they gathered 
through tho priesthood. In these days tho 
proleta-iat wore contented and happy. In 
theory, the Mikado waa absolute and infalli- 
ble. Ha had a divine right to rulo, einco he 
was a descendant of tho godB, and no 
ono ever dreamt of disputing hia author- 
ity. Japan had takon her religion from 
China, but her politics have always been 
upon an entirely different plan. According 
to tho ChincHo sages, " the pooplo are tho 
most important element in a nation, and the 
sovoroign is tho lightest." This doctrine 
has always been viewed with horror by the 
JapanoBu, who claim thoy aro honoring 
thomBolvea in paying reBpeot to tho head of 
tho nat ion. 

Previous to 1808, Japan was ruled under 
tho feudal systom, tho Emperor's powers 
having been delegated to Sboguns, whose 
occupations woro gono from tho moment 
Western powers forcod an ontranoo to the 
islands and insisted upon trading privileges. 
Then tho Mikado aaoonded tho throne in 
person, and undortook to grapple with the 
thou burning question of foreign intrusion. 
Ho proved to bo a man of intellect and 
judgment. He saw at a glanco that bo long 
as hia peoplo remained ignorant of 
foreign nfTdrs they would contiruo to 
remain at the mercy of tho stranger. Ho sent 
piokod men, in thousands, throughout the 
civilir.ed globe, charging them to study 
Western institutions in every detail, and 
roport with despatch. During tho twenty 
yoars that followed thoro waB acarooly a 
month passed that did not provo tho wis- 
dom of tho Emperor's oourao. 

Railways wore constructed and tho rich 
mines and agricultural landB oponod up tor 
commeroo ; telegraph, telephone, and oloo- 
trio light wires woro placod in operation 
throughout tho empire ; morchant and war 
ships were constructed ; an army, upon tho 
Western plan, waa organized ; aohoolB 
woro equipped, unlvorBitiea founded, 



banking establishments upin tho mod- 
ern plan oponed ; and finally, to orown 
the glory of tho now regimo, a oonati 
tuition was granted, and la 1889 a parlia- 
ment opened. Tho conBtltutioa secured to 
the people a certain moasure of control over 
public affairs, which had hitherto boon 
vested in the nobility. 

Thio moaauro of control was limited 
to tho nobility and those gentlemen and 
co-nmouors whoso property qualification en- 
titled them to vote or to bo voted for. A 
measure of popular control of local affairs, 
resembling our county counoil system, was 
also granted during tho aamo yoar. The 
parliament consists of two houses, and ia 
upon tho sumo basis as tho Gurman govern 
ment. 

Tho administration iB divided into ten 
departments, namely : tho Imperial House- 
hold, tho Army, tho Navy, the Interior, 
Foreign Affaire, Justico, Finance, Educa- 
tion, Commerce, Agriculture and Communi- 
cations (posts, telegraphs, etc ), oach pro- 
sided over by a minister of state. These, 
with tho exception of tho Minister of the 
Household Department, constitute the cab 
inet. The cabinet is responsible only to tho 
Emperor, by whom ah.o each minister is 
appointed and dismissed at will. Besides 
tho cabinet, thoro is a privy council, whoso 
function is to tender advice. 

There ure three c ipit.al cities, Tokyo, Hy- 
oto, and Osaka, oach with ita strip of adj k- 
cont country, administorod by a governor. 
The rest of tho empire is divided into pro 
ficturea. An unusually largo proportion of 
the revenue is raised by land taxation. 

Western though-, devised the party gov- 
ernment system. England haa but two 
great partica, Liberal and Conservative ; 
tho United Srates but two, Democrat and 
Republican ; 1' ranee throe, Germany four ; 
but it was left for Japan to fully demon- 
strate tho extent to which tho pyatom may 
attain. She started off with elovon distinct 
parties, and thoro is ovory reason to bo 
lievo that these will develop others. Tho 
parties in tho lower house of 1100 members 
aro composed as followa :

Tho taxes are 
collected, novorthelrsa, and tho Mikado 
nover lroams of dismissing hia ministers and 
calling upon tho loador of any of tho partioa 
to form a government, bocauso ho woll 
knows that tho roBuIt would bo tho Bamo. 
Tho men in ollico woro tho Bamo who aaaiat;- 
od tho Emperor In all reforms, and thoy will 
continue to manago tho affairs of atato until 
tho partios bocomo conaolidated. Ono rea- 
son that provontB u fusion at prosont la tho 
falso Idea that politioianB ontertain ot indo- 
pondonco. Thia virtuo haa bocomo bo ridi- 
ouloualy appraised that unless a man can 
provo hlmsolf independent by opposing tho 
ministers of tho crown ho must, at any 
ruto, bo caroful nob to support thorn 
publicly or permanently. No politi-

May Have Permission to Reside in 
Eiiglaud-Conclualon of the 
Military Trials. 



Leading: Royalists Organizing: Solidly 
fop Annexation— Martial Law 
at an End. 



(By Unitod Press.) 
Honolulu, March 5.— Tho ex queen ro- 
oaived her aontence oil February 2G. At 2 
p.m. tho Prosidont'a aid, Major Potter, ac- 
companied by Major McLeod , and the ex- 
queen's intimate frionda, Mr. and Mrs, 
Uharloa B. Wilaon, viaited tho apartment in 
the executive building occupied by Mrs. 
Lllluokalani Dominie, for tho purpcas of 
raiding to her tho aentonco upon her of the 
military commission for tho crimo of mia- 
prioion of treaaon, as modified by President 
Dole. Mrs. Dominia moved to riae, but at 
Major Potter's request remained eeated dur- 
ing tho readme; of tho aentonco. Sho mani- 
fested no emotion. 

The commission had imposed tho full pen- 
alty of thy crime, being five yoars imprison- 
ment at hard labor and $5,000 doe. Tho 
prosident had modified the sentence by re- 
mitting tho lubor. Regulations for her 
treatment will bo formulated hereafter, and 
tho placo of her imprisonment determined. 
It is not unlikely that Bho will bo permitted 
to reaido in Eogland on entering into an un- 
dertaking not to return to Hawaii or inter- 
fere in tho affairs of tho Republic. For tho 
prosent sho will continue to bo confined in 
the Executive building in ono of tho former 
royal bodrooms with promenade on the ad- 
joining verandah. 

On March 1 tho government surrendered 
the ex Queen'd roaidenco of Washington 
Placo into the hands of hor agunt, (J. B. 
Wilaon. The British commissioner, Huwi 
his Binco hired tho reaidonco for tho use of 
tho British legation, On the 2nd tho gov 
ernment sold at auction a collection of royal 
carriages, most of them old and dilapidated 
The best nno had boon ordered from London 
by King Kalakaua at a coat of S.'l.OOO. Thi 
waa bought for $160 by H.B.C. Commis- 
aioner Hawea. All tho roporta are incorrect 
about Major Hawea having in anyway en 
couraged the lato insurrection. So far as 
known, the conduct if tho British oommia 
aionor has been strictly neutral, both before 
and since the rebellion. 

The military commission has substantially 
completed its work, and 8ontences upon tho 
insurgents have noarly all been 
nounced. John A. Cummine, lato 
commissioner to Washington recoived 
a mitigatod sentenoo of $5 000, five years' 
impriBonmont being remitted. He naid tho 
fino and waa releaaed February 27. This 
lenity was partly on account of the ago and 
ill-hoalth if tho prisoner, and partly on ac- 
count of the value of his evidence in clinch- 
ing the c*bo againat Seward. Captain Wm. 
Davis, who landed tho riiles from the \\ ai- 
manalo, waa Bontenoed to ten years impris- 
onment and $5,000 fioo. Ho was also re- 
leaaed on the 27th on condition of leaving 
the country. Hia testimony had beon use- 
ful In tho conviction of many offenders. The 
Call's story of Divia having been torturod to 
extract evidence waa an absurd fabrication. 
C. W. Ash ford waa released on tho 2Hrd and 
Capt. McDowell on tho 25th, both on condi- 
tion of leaving the oountry. On the 27th, 
Charles Clark, the ex Queen's steward, and 
Wm. Kaao, her secretary, both i f whom 
had recoived aentenco, were reloasod subject 
to tho order of the marshal, in consideration 
of the value of their evidence beforo tho 
commission. A. H. Hewitt, an uotlvo buai- 
noBS man, waa triod on tho 27th for having 
tried to induce Peterson, tho lookout at 
Diamond Head, not to report the Wai- 
tnanalo on Januiry 3, PotorBon had promp'ly 
reported Hewitt's proposition to the collec- 
tor-general. Hewitt was acquitted. Dur- 
ing the paat week over seventy natives and 
half whites have been arraigned btfore the 
commission. Nearly all pleaded guilty. On 
the 1st tho judge advocate announced to the 
commission that ho had no more cisea to 
present for trial. Tho docket haa been 
olearod. 

The old barracks lately usod as a prison 
have been emptied. There waa on March 1 
a general release of all prisoners not con- 
victed or not awaiting aentenco. Some 
wore Bet free under condition of leaving the 
country. Twenty. five native guards of the 
Queen, sentenced to fivo yoara each, were 
yesterday set at large conditionally 
Nowlein, the chief of the insurgents, on his 
release was unkindly received by hia royalist 
friends, who resented his betrayal of his as- 
aooiateB by hia testimony before the commis- 
sion. Fearing bcdlly injury he spent the 
night at the police station On the 25lh he 
left ior his old home at Lshalua, whoro on 
landing he waa woloomed by the royalists as 
a heto. Kaoe, the ex queen's secretary, 
also found tho atmosphoro of Honolulu un 
wholeaomo and privatoly left for Hilo. 

Certain Bocioty ladies, in their ardent 
sympathy for royalist priaonerB, are reliably 
reported to intond wearing dreBses tf con- 
vict strined cloth, aa aoon aa thoycun import 
tho goods. 

On me 2Sth, Bush and Malvahi wero re 
leaBod on bail bonds of iJlO.UUO each. They 
bad last December beon bound over for con- 
spiracy. Bush promisos to desist from his 
violent attacks upon tho government in his 
little daily paper, Ivu Lao. 

On February 25 tho committeo of tho 
Ciclzsne' Guard appointed to inquire into 
tho loyalty of government employee, mado 
a full report, giving lists 1 1 such employes 
us wero suspected of disloyalty, and who 
did not turn out duriig tho war. It was 
resolved to demand of tho government to 
removo all such persons from employment 
in the government cfiicea. Tho Citizens 1 
Guard embraceB a large body of Influential 
citizens. 

Oa tho 2(!th a moeting waa hold of the 
Hawaiian Republican olub, in which Jim 
Boyd and Frank Archer were prominent. 
This club is compoaod of nativos and half 
whites who have been aotivo supporters of 
tho govornmont. Thoy passed a resolution 
in favor cf such government employes aa 
born arma for tho government during tho war 
although not membors of any organizition, 

A very important orguuizuion lately 
f irmed is tho Hawaiian Aunexation League. 
It is composed cf lately aotivo nutivo royal- 
ists, who having boon dofoatod in restoring 
monarchy are now uniting to aoek annexa- 
tion of Hawaii to tho United Statos. Load- 
ing members aro C. B. Wlleon, Antono 
■Rosa, John Richardson, Lot Kiulukou,8am 
Parker, J. A. Cummins, John Colburn, 
Charles Hopkins, all of whom hold high 
cilices under tho monarchy. Tho promin- 
ence and in lluonco cf those men renders it 
nearly certain that thoy will enlist tho great 
body of royalist natives in tho support of 
annexation. Their constitution admits us 
momboraof their louguo only peraonH if 
Hawaiian blood or those married to Hawaii- 
an women. A eories of resolutions adopted 
by tho leaguo on tho 27th set forth : 

That thoy must concede the complete 
ostabliBhmont of the republic in tho placo of 
•monarchy — tho republic hus oomo to stay ; 
that it is !ho duty of all parties Co aasiet in 



promoting annexation to the United States ; 
that upon annexation freedom and pro- 
tection will reeulb— there will be a 
general odvanoe in valueB and business ao- 
tivity, Aiiabio Immigration will bo ahub off, 
whion crowds the natives to the wall, and 
thero will bo political equality and univer- 
sal auffrago ; the prison doors will bo opened 
and peace and prosperity will be assured. 

Two loading motivea ovidently predomin- 
ate In this rallying of tho nativoa around 
the atandard of annexation. One ia the ex- 
pec lation that tho prison doors will bo 
opened — that annexation will enBUre general 
amnesty to all political offenders, by afford- 
ing tho needed aeourlty ogalnab future re- 
volutionary attompta. Tho second motive 
is tho hope of tho royallat leadera that in 
becoming a parb of tho Union, unroetrloted 
Buffrugo weuld follow in placo of the protonb 
restricted vote for the uppor houBO under 
inoome qualification of $000. Thohoptd for 
abolition of thia roatriotcd Bullrago would 
again throw tho control of the government 
into tho handa of the nativo populaco and 
their demagogue leadera. By this moana 
tho royalist leaders hope to diaplaoo the 
presont approved "miaaionary government." 
Undoubtedly in tho event of eecuring an- 
nexation thia la'oly royalist party would 
make strenuouH efforts to cbtain a provision 
giving equal suffrago, and opening tho way 
for a condition ol affurs like that in South 
Carolina under negro nuifrago after tho war. 

Tho following prominent royaliBta were 
roleased from prison February 28 : E 
Norrie, editor Holnmua ; F. J. Teata, uditor 
MukaainanajE B Thomas, contractor and 
builder ; George Lycurgus, hotolkoopor ; 
Capt. John Rosb, A. Fernandez, Mra. Jessie 
rCiuc, W. Moasman, J. R PreudergaBt and 
fuurothera. Ou March 1 wero sot free 
George TownBend and Charles Warren, who 
were employed by Seward to transfer arms 
from tho achoonor H. C. Wuhlbtrg to the 
steamer VVulmauala, Their testimony waa 
effectively used by tho government in a 
great number of cases. 

Martial law will continue a short timo 
longer in order to provido against oontingen- 
oit-B. The severity of its restricti >na has 
boon entirely relaxed. Passing through tho 
streets is free all night without passea. The 
I quor salooLB ply thoir buaineBB as formorly. 
Tho proposed demand of tho citiz;na' guard 
for tho removal of government employes nob 
active in Bupproesiui; tho rebellion was pre- 
soutod in the oouood on tho 4th and warmly 
supported by several councillors.

Boforo the regular business at the moot- 
ing of the aohool board last ni^ht, the re- 
turning officer's report waa read declaring 
Mra. Grant olootod at the recant oleotion for 
Bohool trustee. 

The Chair introduced Mra. Grant, and 
in Inviting hor to tako her Beat oonjjrata- 
latod hor on being tho Brat lady to be 
electod to any ouch position iu Uritieb 
Columbia. 

MRS. GRANT replied that sho hoped she 
would do her duty effectively, cud took her 
Boat amid applause 

Hoveral letters were read from parents 
doairoua of having their children attend 
other echoola than those in the lohool limits 
where they reside. These letters were re- 
ferred to tho Chair and Trustee Lewis with 
power to act. 

E. J. Wall wro'e complaining that Mrs 
Caldwell, of tho Centrul eehooi, had treated 
his daughter unjustly in tho matter of con- 
duct marks, had atruek her over tho head, 
and was in tho habit of punishing tho child 
and then holding her up to ridicule. 

Trustees Lewia and Glover were appoint- 
ed a committee tc inquire and report. 

The police commissioners wrote that after 
conferring with the Chief of Police they 
were unable to comply with thn rcquoat of the 
board that one or more policemen be placed 
at the disposal of tho board to look up chil 
dren of Bchool ago with a view to enforcing 
tho regular attendance of Buch. Received 
and filed. 

MieB Cameron, principal of the South 
Park school, stated that the had found 
cigarettes in possession of aomo hoys in ihc 
school, who said they had purchased them 
from a shop in town. 

TRUSTEE Mahchant moved that the let- 
ter bo referred to tho Chief of Police to take 
euch action as he considered best. 

Trdstke Mrs Grant thought if all the 
teachers took tho same courEe as Miss Gam 
eron and reported whenever they found 
pupils in possession of cigarettes it would 
do much good. She would second Mr. Mer- 
chant's motion. 

Mr. 1); Spragge, tho defeated candidate 
for Bchool trusteo, wroto as follows ; 
To the Board of School Trustees, Victoria 

GeNTLKMKN :— I horoby bfg to notify you 
that I inti ud 'o apply to court to have t e o 
tionforach ol tiustee held yesterday deola 
null and void, unless your ba ud will riecldi 
havo another olectton without rendering Ltiat 
step on my part necessary. 

You must fit- a war-) i hat tho failure of tho 
returning ofllcer to close the polls at i o'clock 
rendered the oledlon null. If you do not, take 
this stop, which I think your sense of justice 
willBhow you la tho only one fur y..u to purano, 
I must In justice to my friends who havo sup- 
ported mu take the matter into court, and In 
doing bo II thill apply to havo your bo 
charged with my costs of suit rendered nw 
sary by you' refusal to accede to my request to 
reraody the wrongful action of your return:' 
ofllcer.

(3d ) D. Hl'RAOGK 

Thh Chair expressed much aurpriso at 
tho aotion of Mr. Spragge. Mr. Spragge 
had conBonted at the lime of tho oleotion that 
those voters in t he polling plaoo ut -1 o'clock, 
when the doors were closed, Bhould be al- 
lowed to cast their votes. Mra. Grant hud 
also concerned on the understanding that It 
would not invalidate tho eleotion. M 
Spragge having agreed to this at the booth 
ho should certainly not mako a complaint 
now.

Trustee March ant agreed that the 
board could Dot do anything In England 
everyone at tho booth when tho polling 
time waB up had a right to vote 
Thia was not tho caso hero he 
had hoard and although the conaont 
of both candidates might have been given 
and the election was right and fiir, yet i„ 
would he well to get a legal opinion upon 
the queftion. He moved that tho question 
be relorred to the board's solicitor for bis 
opinion. 

Trustkk Gl'.vek while seconding th 
motion thought that the defeated candidate 
waa acting in extremely bad taste. 

The ("hair oaid it was a mistake to give 
tho defeated candidate the satisfaction of 
haviug the board pay for a legal opinion f >r 
him. If ho felt himself aggrieved ho oould 
apply to a judge of the Supreme court. 

Trustees Lovell and Saunders wore 
against jotting a legal opinion, and Trustee 
Lewia took a similar view, Baying that- Mr. 
Spragge, from his present action, would be 
snowed under worso than ever even if the 
eleotion were voided. 

TRUSTEE Saunders moved in amendment 
to Trustee Merchant's motion that tho letter 
bo filed, and Mr. Spragge be told that the 
board considered Mrs. Grunt duly olected. 

TRUSTEE Mrs. Grant bore out tho words 
of the Chair that Mr. Spragge had agreed 
that all who were ut the poll at 4 o'clock 
should bo allowed to voto. Sho had also 
agreed, on tho understanding that it would 
not bo invalidating tho election. 

TruBtoo Saunders' amendment was car- 
ried ; lie. Trustees Lovell and Lewis voting 
in the bllirmativo aud Trustees Marehuut 
and Glover in tho negative. 

Tho attendance at tho schools for the 
month was : Average daily attendance, 
1,887 39; average aotual attendance, 
( J7 ; pupils actually attending, 12,127 ; 
average per teaohor, 43 A. 

Tho number of pupils living outside tho 
city limits attending the city schools in 70. 

Trusteo Mre. Gruut wua udded to trie 
finance oommittee. 

The oommittee who Interviewed tho Min- 
ister of Education a short time ago sub- 
mitted the following point for contiiloration 
of tho board : 

That pupils over tho age of 10 attending 
thn High Bchool or whoao parents or 
guardians aro noither residents nor tax 
payers Bhall bo charged a foo of SI per 
month per pupil, payablo in advance, pro- 
vided always that any pupil may obtain froo 
tuition whoFO paronts declare In writing and 
eatlsfy tho hoard of tholr inability to pay 
the feo rrquirod. 

Tho leporb waa tabled. 
Tho fuel committee roportod that John 
Sluggott A Co. and Poter Hanson had boon 



awarded tho oontraob for wood at S- !)0 per 
o ird. The reporo was adopted. 

Trusteoa Lewia and Glover apoko rf the 
requests made by the Oakland people for a 
school there. 

Trustee Marchant aald complalnta wero 
made that there waa no uniformity in the 
copy books used in tho BchoolB. 

The aecrotary waa inatruoted to write to 
the principals for information. 

It was moved by Truatoo Marchant and 
carried : 

" That tho board desires to place upon re- 
cord its aenee of tho great loss to tho toach 
iug stall and to tho cause of education cener- 
ally, by the trugio death of Mr. Neil Heuth, 
lato first asaistant of tho High school ; and 
tenderB its moat sincere oondolenco to the

St. Johns, Nfld., March 13 — At a meet 
iug r.f tho west end relief commiteo last 
night, John Boy d, governor for tho pooraBy 
lum, an ex-member of the Colonial legisla 
turo, donounoed tho British government for 
allowing the peoplo of Newfound 
land to starve on the streets 
and the Britiah flag to bo Btarved 
off the flag pole in Newfoundland 
while England givoa thousanda of pounda to 
the Armenians and protec'.B African trading 
companies, leaving our pooplo to go begging 
to America for relief to koep body and aou 
togother. Seven hundred families in the 
oast end of St. JohnB woro pro 
vided today with throe days 
provisions from tho Boston relief con- 
tributions. When tho Halifax steamer 
Grandluke left port thiet morning ahe had 
umong her passengers Mr. Faye, who came 
here in charge of the American relief contri 
butions. At the hour of tho steamer's 
depart uro four thousand peoplo were on the 
wharf to ate Mr. Faye off. When the 
steamer swung out from her pier the 
American !lig was hoisted at her f jremaa 
hoad.

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FISH AND GAME. 



Formation of a Protective Associa- 
tion— Ohjects aud Necessity of 
tho Organization. 

Executive Committee Appointed— 'Will 
Affiliate With Societies at Van- 
couver and Kamloops. 



Tho movement that has been on foot for 
some tlmo relative to tho formation of a 
gamo and hah proteotivo association devel- 
oped yesterday ovoning into what promiBCB 
to bo an actlvo organi/. »tion to fill a really 
long-felt want. A well attended meeting 
of sportsmen was hold yesterday in tho 
Driard, when tho mattor was thoroughly 
discussed, with tho result as statod. Mr. 
E. Mungravo waa oallod upon to preside. 
He explained tho object of tho meoting, 
which ho believed was a thoroughly good 
object ; in fact it was an abaoluto necessity 
that something bo done to preserve tho fish 
and gamo on Vancouvor island 
at loast. Grouse aro fast bocoining 
scarco, oepecially around tho cities, while it 
ia well known that both fish and gamo are 
being slaughtered by all sorts of illegal 
methods. Tho measures taken in tho Aus- 
tralian colonies were illustrative of what 
could bo done in tho preservation of game, 
and although wo could not go into the pro 
ject en such an expensive ucale bore, still 
wo could do aomothing. There was one ad- 
vantage in our favor, and that was, we havo 
tho gamo here, and it only remains for us to 
take tho means of preserving it. 

The chairman called upon Mr. Wolloy, 
who has boon an indefatigablo worker in tho 
cause, and that gentleman rosponded by 
telling what had been accomplished. Prac- 
tically, ho had been a eub-committeo of one, 
who had obtained ovor one hundred names 
of men in sympathy with tho movement, 
and had colleoted other data which would 
bo of considorablo assiBtanco to the now 
club. Ho explained tbo objects of 
tho association, which grow out of 
tho Badminton olub, cno of tho 
miaous d'etre of which was tho obtaining of 
reliable Information relativo to tho name of 
tho province, and tho bo^t methods of pro- 
Bering and hunting that gamo. That would 
explain why tho li.idniinton Club had taken 
such an aotive part in tho pro j cot. Mr. 
Wolloy dwelt also on what might bo called, 
in a Bonso, tho commercial aspect of the 
cue. Tho fish and game of this province 
aro a valuable asaot, and it is absolutely 
neceoflary to boo that that asset is not wast- 
ed. Ho had pointed out before that every 
head of big game Bhot in tho province by 
visitor*, from either the Old Country or 
elsewhere, represented the outlay of a con- 
siderable eum of money bore ; in boiiio case s 
a tourist will spond all the way from a bun- 
dred to a thousand dollars for bis 
shooting trip. Now, it, is Indispensable 
that theBo tourists should havo somo 
.iieanB of obtaining reliablo information as 
to tho best shooting grounds, fishing, and so 
forth. Thia waa nno of tho aims of tho pro- 
posed association, aud Mr. Wolley went In- 
to tho detaila of the scheme from a draft 
constitution which ho submitted to tho 
mooting, and which was aflorwards adopted 
with aomo minor alterations, tbo name 
chosen for tiio now association boiug " The 
Vancouver Island Fish and Game Protection 
Socioty," and its jurisdiction embracing 
Vancouver Island and adjoining islands. 

Tho society will seek affiliation with the 
societies now opcrat ing at Vancouver and 
Kamloops, the threo working in unison, and 
thuB constituting in roality a linden Colum 
bia gamo protective association. Anexocu 
tivo cominittoo was elected, which will at 
ouco proceed to work actively. This com- 
mittoo includes C. P. Wolliy, Aehdonn 
Green, A. P, Luxton, L), Campbell, E. Mus- 
grave, A. W. Jones, P. li. l'emberton, 
Capt. Humes and John Fannin. 

Till! quarterly meeting ot tho Local Union 
took ph.co in Emmanuel Baptist church, 
Spring Ridge, last ovoning, and waa attend- 
ed by about 75 members. An address of 
woloomo was presented to Rev. P. H. Mo- 
Ewon, pastor of tho church, and was fol- 
lowed by an address by Rov. Dr. Campboll 
on tho inspiration of tho Word of God. A 
very interesting paper from a Calvary Bap- 
tist church repreBontat ivo of tho Union was 
also road, whilo tho balanoo of tho ovening'a 
programmo wag mado up of vooal and instru- 
mental numbers, addressee, oto.
